state bonds to create a fund for the construc- 
tion by the board of state harbor commis- 
sioners of a seawall and appurtenances in 
the city and county of San Francisco; to 
create a sinking fund for the payment of 
said bonds; and providing for the submis- 
sion of this act to a vote of the people. 


[Approved March 20, 1903.] 


The people of the State of California, repre- 
sented in senate and assembly do enact as 
follows: 


Section 1. For the purpose of providin 
fund for the payment of the indebtness neat. 
by authority to be incurred by the board of 
state harbor commissioners for the erection 
of a seawall and appurtenances in the city 
and county of San Franelseo, at a cost not to 
exceed two million dollars (which said sea- 
wall and appurtenances the board of state 
harbor commissioners are hereby empower- 
ed to construct in the manner authorized 
by law, and at a cost not to exceed said 
two million dollars,) the state treasurer shall, 
immediately after ‘the issuance of the pro 
clamation of the governor, provided for 
in section ten hereof, prepare two thous- 
and suitable bonds of the State of Cali- 
fornia, in the denomination of one thous- 
and dollars each. The whole iss'« of 
said bonds shall not exceed the stm of 
two million dollars, aad said bonds shall 
bear interest at the rate of fou: per centam 
per annum, from the time of the sale thereof, 
and both principal and interest shall be ay- 
able in gold coin of the present standard 
of value, and they shall be payable at the 
office of the state treasurer, at the expiration 
of nineteen years from their date, subject, 
however to redemption by lot as in this act 
hereinafter provided. Said bonds shall bear 
date, the second day of January, A. D. nine- 
teen hundred and five, and shall be made 
payable on the second day of Januar » nine- 
teen hundred and twenty-four A. The 
interest accuring on such of said bonds as 
are sold, shall be due and payable at the 
office of the said state treasurer on the second 
day of January,and on thesecond day of July 
ofeach year rthesale ofthe same; pro- 
vided, that the first poymant ofinterest shall 
be made on the secon day of January, A, D. 
six, on so many of 
said bonds as may have been theretofore solu. 
At the expiration of nineteen years from the 
date of said bonds, all bonds sold shall cease 
to bear interest, and, likewise, all bonds re- 
deemed by lot shall cease to bear interest as 
in this act provided, and the said state treas- 
urer shall call in, forthwith pay, and cancel 
the same, out of the moneys in the San Fran- 
cisco seawall sinking fund provided for in 
this act and he shall on the first Monda of 
January, nineteen hundred and twenty-four, 
also cancel and destroy all bonds not there. 
tofore sold.+ All bonds issued shall be signed 
by the governor, and countersigned by the 
controller, and shall be indorsed by the state 
treasurer, and each shall have the seal of the 
state stamped thereon. Each bond shall 
contain a clause that it is subject to redemp- 
tion by lot after the year 1914. 


Sec. 2. Interest coupons shall be attached 
to each of said bonds, so that such coupons 
may be removed without injury to or mutila- 
tion of the bond. Said coupons shall be con- 
secutively numbered, and shall be signed by 
the state treasurer. But no interest on any 
of said bonds shall be paid for any time 
which may intervene between the date of 
any of said bonds and the issue and sale 
thereof to a purchaser. 


Sec. 3. The sum of one thousand dollars is 
hereby appropriated to pay the expense that 
may be incurred by the state treasurer in 
eee bonds prepared. Said amount 
shall paid out of the San Francisco harbor 
improvement fund on controller's warrants 
duly drawn for that purpose. 


Sec. 4. When the bonds authorized to be 
issued under this act shall be duly executed, 
they shall be by tke state treasurer sold at 
a pee auction to the highest bidder for cash, 

n such parcels and numbers as said treasur- 
er shall directed by the governor of the 
state, under the seal thereor after a resolu- 
tion requesting such sale shall have been 
adopted by the board of state harbor com- 
missioners; but said treasurer must reject 
any and all bids for said bonds, or for any of 
them, which shall be below the par value of 
said bonds so offered; and he may, by public 
announcement at the place and time tixed 
for the sale, continue such sale, as to the 
whole of the bonds offered, or any part there- 
of offered to such time and place as he may 
select. Due notice of the time and place of 
sale of all bonds must be given by said treas- 
urer by publication in two newspapers pub- 
lished in the city and county Pe San Fran- 
cisco, and also by publication in one news- 
paper published in the city of Oakland, and 
by ee in one newspaper published 
in the city of Los Angeles, and by publication 
inone newspaper pub! ished in the city of 
Sacramento, once a week during four weeks 
prior to such sale. The costs of such publica- 
tion shall be paid out of the San Francisco 
harbor improvement fund, on controller’s 
warrants duly drawn for that purpose. The 
proceeds of the sale of such bonds shall be 
forthwith paid over by said treasurer into the 
troasury, and must be be by him kept in a 
separate fund, to be known and designated 
as the “San Francisco Seawall Fund” and 
must be used exclusively for the construction 
of seawalls and appurtenances thereto onthe 
water front of the city and county of San 
Francisco, Drafts and warrants upon said 
fund shall be drawn uponand shall be paid 
out of said fund in the same manner as drafts 
and warrants are drawn upon and paid out 
= = San Francisco harbor improvement 
und, 

Sec. 5. Forthe payment of the principal 
and interest of said bonds a sinking fund, to 
be known and designated as the “Zan Fran- 
cisco Seawall Sinking Fund” shall be and 
the same is hereby created, as follows: The 
state treasurer shall, on the first day of each 
and every month after the sale of said bonds, 
take from the San Francisco harbor improve- 
ment fund such sum as, multiplied by the 
time the bonds then sold and outstanding 
have to run, will equal the principal of the 
bonds sold and outstanding atthe time said 
treasurer shall so take said sum from said 
San Francisco harbor improvement fund, 
less the amount theretofore taken therefrom 
for said teas, ol and he shall place the sum 
inthe San Francisco seawall sinking fund 
created by this aet. Said state treasurer 
shall, on controller’s warrants duly drawn 
for that purpose employ the moneys in said 
sinking fund in the purchase of bonds of the 
United States, or of the State of California, 
or of the several counties or municipalities 
of the State of California, which said bonds 
shall be keptin a proper receptacle, appro- 
priately labeled; but he must keep always 
on hand a sufficient amount of money in 
said sinking fund with which to pay the in- 
terest on such of the state bonds herein pro- 
vided to be issued as may have theretofore 
been sold. And to provide means for the 

ayment of interest on the bonds that may 
Be sold and outstanding, said treasurer shall 
monthly take from the San Francisco harbor 
smrorceent fund, and pay into said sea- 
wall sinking fund, an amount equal to the 
rye A interest then due on all bonds then 
sold, delivered and outstanding. The board 
of state harbor commissioners are hereby 
authorized and directed by the collection of 
dockage, tolls, rents, wharfage and cranage, 
to collect a sum of money sufficient for the 
paces of this act, over above the amount 

imited by section two thousand five hun- 
dred and twenty-six of the Political Code of 
the State of California. Between the first and 
the tenth day of November, in the year nine- 
teen hundred and fourteen, and between the 
first and the tenth day of November of each 
ear thereafter until the maturity of said 
nds, the said treasurer shall, in the pres- 
ence of the governor, proceed to draw by lot 
such an amount of bonds as shall be requiste 
to exhaust as nearly as may be the amount 
in said sinking fund at that time, and shall 
thereupon and before the tenth day of Decem- 
ber following, give notice by public advertis- 
ment to be inserted twice a week for two weeks 
in two newspapers published in the city and 
county of San Francisco, and also in one news- 
paper published in the city of Oakland, and also 
in one newspaper published in the city of Los 
Angeles, and alsoin one newspaper published 
in the city of Sacramento, stating the number of 
bonds so drawn and that the principal of said 
bonds will be paid on presentation to the treas- 
ureron or before the second day of January, 
following, and that from and after such last 
named date all interest upon bonds thus drawn 
shall cease and it shall be the duty of the treas- 
urer as soon as said bonds so drawn by lot are 
surrendered to him and paid to cancel the same 
and the interest coupons thereon, and each 
year beginning with the year 1914 the said treas- 
urer shall, in the manner aforesaid, proceed to 
draw by lot such an amount of bonds as shall 
be requiste to exhaust as nearly as may be the 
amount in said sinking fund, and proceed in the 
manner hereinabove stated. After the payment 
of all of said bonds, the surplus or balance re- 
maining in said sinking fund, if any there be, 
shall forthwith be paid into the San Franciscisco 
harbor improvementfund. Atthe time of the 
respective drawings by lot as aforesaid, and also 
at the maturity of said state bonds, said treas- 
urer shall sell the United States or other bonds 
then in said sinking fund, at governing market 
rates, after advertising the sale thereof in the 
manner hereinbefore provided for the sale of 
bonds hereby authorized to be issued, and shall 
use the proceeds for the payment of such bonds 
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m y be drawn by lot, and at the mat: or 
said bonds outstanding shall oe 
redeem said matured outstanding bonds out of 
said moneys in said fund in extinguishment of 
said bonds on controller’s warrants duly drawn 
for that purpose. 

Sc. § The state controller andthe state 
treasurer shall keep full and particular account 
and record ofall the r proceedings under this 
act, and they shai! .ausimit to the governor an 
abstract of all such proc thereunder, 
with an annual report, to be by the governor 
laid before the loglalature biennially; and all 
books and papers pertaining to the matter pro- 
vided for in this act shall at all times be open to 
the inspection of any party interested, or the 
governor, or the attorney-general, or a com- 
mittee of either branch of the legislature, or a 
— committee of both, or any citizen of the 
state. 
SEc. 7. It shall be the duty of the state treas- 
urer to pay the interest of bonds, when the 
same falls due, out of the sinking fund provided 
forin this act, on controller's warrants duly 


drawn for that purpose. 

SEO. 8. This act if adopted b the 
shall take effect on the thirty fient dey of jasc ond 
ber, A. D. nineteen hundred and four, a& to all 
its provisions except those relatin toand neces- 
Sary for its submission to the people, and for re- 
turning, canvassing, and roclaiming the votes, 
and as to said except provisions this act 
shall take effect immediately. 

SEC. 9. This act shall be submitted to the 
people of the State of California for their ratifica- 
tion at the next general election, to be holden 
in the month of November, A. D. nineteen hun- 
dred and four; and all ballots at said election 
shall have printed thereon, and at the end 
thereof, the words “For the San Francisco 8ea- 
wall Act,” and in a separate line under the same 
words “Against the San Francisco Seawall Act,”” 
and opposite said lines there shall be left spaces 
in which the voters may make or stamp a cross 
to indicate whether they vote for or against the 
said act, and those voting for said act shall do 
so by placing a cross opposite the words “For 
the San Francisco Seawall Act,” and all those 
voting against the said act shall do so plac- 
ing & cross opposite the words ‘‘Against he Ban 
Francisco Seawall Act.” The governor of this 
state shall include the submission of this act to 
the people, as aforesaid, in his proclamation 
calling for said general election, 


SEc. 10. The votes cast for or against this 
shall be counted, returned and canvassed oan 
declared in the same manner and su! to 
the same rules as votes cast for state ahcwes 
and if itappear that said act shall have re. 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast for and 
against it at such election, as aforesaid, then 
the same shall have effect as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and shall be irrepealable until the princt- 
pal and interest of the liabilities herein created 
shall be paid and discharged, and the r 
shall make proclamation thereof; fue it & 
majority of the votes cast as aforesaid are 
against eg act, then the same shall be and be- 
come void. 


SEO. 11. This act may be known and cited as 
the “San Francisco,Seawall Act.”
